Mr. Wilson Finishes His 
Eloquence. 


Representative Doolittle Cets a 
Tart Response. 


The Republican Side Presented 
by Mr. Burrows, 


Who Makes an Exceptionally 
Strong Argument. 


Littte Business Transacted by the Senate— 
Senator Chandler Tries Unsuccessfully 
_ to Get Up Nis Hawaiian Resolu- 
tion—Federal Elections.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—At 1:30 
o’clock, after spending the session up 
to that time in routine business, the 
Senate went into “executive session. 
Senator Chandler had tried unsuccess- 
fully to get up his Hawaiian resolu- 
tion and Senator Gray had given no- 
tice that he would call up the Federal 
Elections Bill this afternoon. 

At 2:30 o’clock the doors were re- 
opened and the Senate took up the 
Federal Elections Bill, but no one be- 
ing ready to speak on it, it went over 
until next week, and the Senate ad- 
journed. In executive session it was de- 
cided that Mr. Hornblower’s nomina- 


tion should be considered on Thursday 
next. 


HOUSE.—The tariff debate was fin- 
ished by Mr. Wilson today. Mr. 
Wilson’s remarks were often inter- 
rupted by Democratic applause, but 
otherwise he was allowed to proceed 
until he created something of a stir 
when he referred to the fact that pro- 
tests against the pending bill were 
largely inspired by the power of capi- 
ta’ which directed, forced and fright- 
ened employees to sustain protected in- 
dustries. He said that when the effort 
to abolish slavery was being made, a 
petition came from a large delegation 
of slaves praying that slavery might 
be continued. 

This brought to his feet Mr. Doo- 
little with the question: “And do you 
compare the laboring men of this coun- 
try to the slave élement of the South?’ 

Mr. Wilson reépljed:>*‘I think such a 
question would not. be asked by any- 
one above the intelligence of a slave.” 
(Loud and prolonged applause on the 
Democratic side.) Much confusion fol- 
lowed Chairman Wilson’s answer. Mr. 
Doolittle said: he. did not catch the 
answer, and asked that it be repeated 
with the evident ptirpose of making a 
protest against it; ~ 

Mr. Wilson. I desire to be courte- 
ous to everyone in this debate, so I 
will withdraw the answer I gave the 
gentleman. 

Mr. Reed. But you cannot withdraw 
the Democratic applause. (Laughter.) 

Wilson's peroration was forcible and 
eloquent. He began with a reference 
to the legend which he said had always 
been inscribed on the Democratic ban- 
ner: “Equal Rights to All and Special 
Privileges to None.” The people had 
brought the Democratic party into 
power on the brodd principles of equal 
justice to all. The Democratic party 
raises itself as one man, takes up this 
great cause, plants its standard here 
to sink or swim, survive or perish, that 
the Democratic party may continue in 
power. (Democratic applause.) 

“We will plant the banner here,” 
he said; “‘we mean to have a fight, and 
will call every true believeg in the 
Democracy to rally to our side. Let us 
call upon the American people, the si- 
lent masses of farmers, scattered and 
unable to organize, who plod théir way 
under the burdens of taxation, while 
our petition boxes eare filled with the 
protests of trusts and combinations of 
this country. Let us be true to our 
faith; let us go forward until we make 
this a country where every man shall 
see the gateway of opportunity open- 
ing before him.. Then every man shall 
see before him an opportunity to rise 
to such influence, to such prosperity as 
his own merits justify, not weighted 
down with the burdens of taxation. 
Let us labor for a country free to all, 
equal to all, with an opportunity 
planted in every home and in every 
humble fireside in the land.”’ 

As he finished, the Democratic side 
broke into cheers, and a wave of ap- 
plause swept over the galleries. The 
applause continued fully two minutes. 
After it subsided, Mr. Doolittle arose to 
a question of privilege, and referred to 
the fact that Wilson had characterized 
the..question with which he (Doolittle) 
had interrupted his speech as unwofthy 
of a man with the intelligence of a 
slave, which remark Mr. Wilson had 
withdrawn. Mr. Doolittle said that 
while he accepted that withdrawal, he 
desired to he . nevertheless at- 
tributed this remark to the associations 
of the gentleman from West Virginia 
before the war. 

This shot at the chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee called 
forth applause on the Republican side 
and ironical jeers from the Democrats. 
Mr. Wilson retorted that he thought 
an apology was due to himself rather 
than.to the gentleman from Washing- 
ton. This closed the incident, and Mr. 
Burrows of Michigan rose to reply to 
Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Burrows said that the measure 
under consideration had for its avowed 
object a radical modification of the 
tariff act of 1890. It involved not only 
a change in the rate, but a complete 
removal of the economic policy. . 

The tariff act of 1890 was enacted 
Jyith a view not only of securing reve- 
nues for the government; but to éncour- 
age the creation of new enterprises 
and protect American icustries and 
American workmen against unequal 
and injurious foreign competition. It 
accomplished both these results. Since 
July 1, 1893, however, a marked decline 
in revenues had taken place. This was 
not attributable to the law of 1890, but 
the prostration of the business of the 


country through the ascendency of a 


| 


political party pledged to the destru-- 
tion of the protection policy. 

This not only crippled the operation 
of domestic manufactures, but the im- 
porter naturally curtailed importation 
with a view to the coming lower tariff. 
If the Republicans had been success- 
ful in the election of 1892 public pros- 
perity would have continued. Presi- 
dent Harrison told the truth in his 
last annual message when he said so 
high a degree of prosperity and s0 
great a supply of the necessities of life 
had never. before been enjoyed by our 


people. 

Mr. Burrows then proceeded to 
contrast then and now. He de- 
clared tho tariff bill of 1890 had 


contradicted every prediction of the 
Democrats by creating hundreds of 
new industries, enlarging employ- 
ment and giving increased wages 
to labor, cheapening the cost of pro- 
tected articles, augmenting foreign im- 


‘ports and increasing our exports. He 


reasserted that the present general pa- 
ralysis of business was solely from the 
ascendency of the pavty pledged to re- 
peal that act. He declared: ‘“‘You have 
but to abandon the policy upon which 
you have entered, recommit this bill 
and permit the existing tariff regula- 
tions to remain undisturbed and all our 
industries will quickly revive.” 

Mr. Burrows then took up the tariff 
plank of the last Demecratic platform. 
He compared it with the South Caro- 
lina ordinance of nullification. He then 
turned and argued at length on the 
constitutionality of the protective tariff, 
citing Webster, Adams, Jefferson and 
others in support thereof. He declared 
if tne present policy was carried out 
it would lead to individual disaster and 
national bankruptcy. 

The speaker then took up the free 
list. He proceeded to argue that the 
farmer had been especially selected for 
the assault and destruction of free 
iron ore and free wool. It would 
result in the destruction of flocks 
and the closing of mines or low- 
ering of our conditicn to the level 
of foreign compétitcrs, and when 
the flocks were slaughtered and 
the mines closed the foreigner would 
take advantage of our helpless condi- 
tion and impose upon the United States 
whatever burden his cupidity might 
suggest. Turning to the duttable sched- 
ules he declared there was not one but 
in which some industry would be in- 
jured and many destrcyed, while not a 
single one would stimulate and do™mes- 
tic industry or give employment to 
labor. 

Mr. Burrows then argued against 
the substitution of ad sc. 
cific 
graphic picture of the preseat  de- 
pressed condition of the country and 
appealed to the Democrats to abandon 
the policy outlined in the bill. 

At the conclusion of the tariff speech 
there was a great outburst of Republi- 
can applause, so long-contimued as to 
call for a rebuke from the chair. Be- 
fore ordér was restored Gen. Black of 
Illinois took the floor, He referred to 
Mr. Burrows’'s picture of dire disaster 
in the country and said the suffering 
depicted by..<hs latter existed after 
thirty years of laws written by Bur- 
rows’s party. In referring to the other 
state of affairs, antecedent to the inaug- 
uration of a protective policy, he de- 
clared that no public and little private 
indebtedness existed then. 


Mr. Hopkins of Illinois (Rep.,) con-, 


cluded the afternoon debate. He pro- 
ceeded tO make a long review of the 
history of tariff legislation in the coun- 
try. At -5:30 o’clock he secured permis- 
sion to make “Some supplemental re- 
merks tomorrow, and then the House 
took a recess until 8 o’clock this even- 
ing. 


An Abandoned Reservation. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Senate 
bill passed that branch of Congress to- 
day without opposition, providing for 
the disposal of the abandoned Fort 
Maginnis military reservation in Mon- 
tana, under the mining and homestead 
laws for educational and other pur- 
poses,

of Mr. O'Neill. 


GREEN GOODS. 


The Postoflice Department Issues a Warning 
to Would-be Investors. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) Assistant Thomas of 

the Postoffice Department, has ruled 
that parties sending through the mails 
for counterfeit money, violate the 

“green goods” act, and incur the pen- 

alty of a fine of not more than $600, 

and imprisonment for not more than 
eighteen months. 
PROMINENT MEN IMPLICATED. 
ST. LOUIS, Jan. 9.—The decision at 

Washington making would-be  pur- 

chasers of “green goods” liable under 

the law, promises to result sensation- 
ally. Inquiry at the office of inspector 

J. P. Johnson today developed the fact

“States, particularly in Illinois, Missouri, 


Arkansas and Wyoming, are known to 
be included. - 

It is also stated that letters applying 
for bogus money written by at least one 
ex-Congressman, a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and many Federal and civil: offi- 
cials are in the hands of the authorities. 
The inspector, however, refused to give 
out the names of those against whom 
he would make test cases. 


LEAD MEN. 


Congress Will Be Asked to Retain the Pres- 
ent Rate on Ores. , 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The advance guard of 
the lead men, who will protest to Con- 
gress against the lead schedule of the 
Wilson bill, arrived in Washington to- 
day. Congress will be asked to retain 
the rates of the McKinley bill on lead 
ores, or to substitute some rate less 
radical than the reduction from 15 per 
cent. to 4% per cent. a pound: and also 
tg put the Jead in silver ores on the 
same basis, instead of on the free list, 
as proposed. |

PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 23.—(Copy- 
right, 1894, by Cable and Associated 
Press.) After more than a week's delay 
the Nitheroy’s reshipment difficulties 
seem to be over, and she will probably 
leave for the South tomorrow. She has 
about one hundred and sixty of her 
original crew on board, and also 200 
Brazilians. The Nitheroy and America 
left St. Thomas on December 3. On 
December 10 the Ceara was 
sighted. The eteamer started (for 
port when head for .by the 
Nitheroy. The pipe of her boatswain 
rang through ship, calling all hands 
to quarters, and soon every gun was 
cast loose and manned and ready to 
turn upon the vessel if she would prove 
to be an enemy. <A small boat soon 
came alongside and proved to be the 
pilot sent oft by the Brazilian au- 
thorities to bring the Nitheroy in. 

On Tuesday morning the Nitheroy 
steamed away once more, and reached 
Pernambuco in forty-eight hours. Of- 
ficilals of the government came aboard 
and had a discussion with Capt. Baker 
and Lieut. Hill, asking that both of- 
ficers and men should prepare a scale 
of pay such as they would require to in- 
duce them to reship in the Brazilian 
navy. They were also to state for how 
long they were willing to ealist. Imme- 
diately afterward the crew were told 
they would receive $500 bounty and $100 
per month if they chose to reship. 
Fifty men left\the ship, and as no 
communication is now allowed with 
the ship, it is supposed all on board 
signed. 

The situation at Perr.ambuco is ha 
to define. There are so many confilict- 
ing stories that no one can reach the 
truth. One paper has been suppressed 
and the other three dare not say. much. 
On Thursday last a party of fifty sol- 
diers was sent to arrest Constantin 
Rogiberto, a prominent man living in 
the interior of this State, and known to 
be disaffected. He fortified his house, 
which was located on an almost inac- 
cessible hill, and defended himself fur- 
iously with the result that all the sol- 
diers were killed or captured. Rein- 


forcements have been sent and anothen. 


fight is expected. 

The great question here is the where- 
abouts of the Aquidaban. It is firmly 
believed here that Mello, hearing of the 
reshipment difficulties, is hurrying 
north for a fight, while his secret 
friends here many of whom are in 
high positions, delay the Nitheroy all 
they can for his sake.

CHARGES OF GROSS MISMANAGEMENT. 


The British Commission at the World's Fair 
Put on Its Defense. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) J. Henniker Heaton, 
Conservative member for New South 
Wales at the Colonial and Indian Ex- 
position at London, has formulated 
charges of gross mismanagement and 
wasteful expenditure against the Brit- 
ish Commission at the World’s Fair.

LICKED AGAIN. 


The Honduran Forces Again Defeated by 
Those of Nicaragua. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Herald's specia} 
from Managua says that the allied 
forces under Urrutia have defeated the 
Honduran troops under .Herradoras. 

The battle took place near Robreral, 
which is twelve leagues from the cap- 
ita], and lasted six hours, and the Hon- 
durans retreated to Yuscarran, where 
they are now stationed.

THE ’FRISCO SMUGGLERS. 


Reports Implicating Collector Wise and Dep- 
uty Surveyor Ruddell Unfounded. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 9%.—(Spe- 
cial.) Another opium-ring has 
been broken up and four of the 
smugglers, George Wichman, a candy 
merchant and the capitalist of the out- 
fit; George M. Thomas, a photographer; 
Louis Greenwald, the manipulator of 
the scheme, and Fred Miller, a dissipa- 
ted young law student, are in jail. 

Voss and Stevenson, who were arrest- 
ed some time ago, have jumped their 
bail, and are now in, Victoria. 

While A, J. Smith, another member 
of the gang has turned State's evi- 
dence against his pals, there is one 
man yet at large and the authorities 
are looking for him. He is E. W. Me- 
Lean, the executive head of the gang, 
and is well known about the custom- 
house as an interprefer. 

Today the sloop Emerald, on which 
most of the contraband ‘‘dope’’ was 
run in, was found on the mud flats in 
the lower bay deserted and dismantled. 
It is not known how much opium nor 
how marry Chinese were brought in on 
her before the operations of the gang 
were blocked, but her cargo on two of 
her trips is known. On August 8 she 
brought 1000 pounds of opium and 
thirteen Chinese, and on October 1, 
1300 pounds of opium and another lot 
of thirteen Chinesg. The aggregate 
value of the opium on these two oc- 
casions was $46,000, while the twenty- 
six Chinese paid $2600 for being land- 
ed in the United States. 

A full history of the operations of 
the gang would probably disclose that 
the United States has been defrauded 
of hundreds 6f thousands of dollars. 

The prominent, Federal officials who 
were at first said to be in cahoots with 
the gang were no less prominent per- 
sonages than Collector of the Port 
Wise and Deputy Surveyor Samuel 
Ruddell. It was Informer Smith who 
implicated these gentlemen. He ex- 
plained that he was induced to gd into 
the schéme by Greenwald’s statement 
that Wise and Ruddell were in it. 
Smith even went so far as to say 
he had met Wise and Kuddell and con- 
ferred with with them about the lan- 
ing of certain cargoes of opium and 
Chinese. 

Today he was confronted with Wise 
and Ruddell. ‘‘These not the gen- 
tlemen I met!” he declared in sur- 
prise. Later it appeared that Wichman 
and McLean impersonated the Col- 
lector and Surveyor respectively, Smith, 
who had been in the plot but a short 
time, not knowinf& either of them in 
propria persona. 


DELIBERATELY DROWNED. 


A Clergyman [Murdered at Camden, N. J.. 
Last Night. 3 
CAMDEN, (N. J.) Jan. 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Rev. Henry E. Chees- 
man, pastor of the Eighth-street M. E. 
Church, was deliberately downed in 
the Delaware River at foot of Chest- 
nut street tonight, by two men. Officer 
Zaeser heard the clergyman cry for 
help, but. owing to the darkness was 
unable to locate the direction from 
which the sound came. He heard a 
second cry, but it was much stifled. 
Two sailors, who had also heard the 
cries, reached the spot about the same 
time as the officer. They saw the body 
of a man floating in the river and, 
leaping in, brought it ashore. Mr. 
Cheesman expired in a few moments. 
Shortly after the cries were heard 
two men are known to have run away 
from the wharf. The police, shortly be- 
fore midnight, arrested Isaac George 
and Solomon Willis on suspicion of 
having committed the crime.

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—(By th’ Assocle 
ated Press.) Various afe the expreg 
sions heard today wherever citizens@ 
congregate in regard to the fire «tt the 
World's Fair last night. The first feel 
ing this morning when most of the Jn 
habitants first learned of the conflagi 
tion from the morning papers, was on® 
of keen regret that the symmetry of the 
marvelously beautiful Court of Honor 
should have been marred by the red- 
tongued fiend whose malice has here- 
tofore brought sorrow and suffering to 
Chicago. Others took a more philosoph- 
ical view of the situation, saying that 
the fire but anticipated the work which 
time would have as surely done. 

The scene at the eastern end of the 
Court of Honor this morning was one 
of utter desolation and destruction, 
Where at sunset last night gleamed the 
white columns of the peristyle, flanked 
by Music Hall and the Casino, and 
capped and ornamented by imposing 
quadriga over: the central arch and 
rows of figures along its cornice, the 
peristyle is ne mere and Music’ Mall 
and Casino are heaps of ashes. . 

Save for the great golden statue of 
the republic standing in unmoyed ma- 
jesty at the eastern end of the basin, 
from the grand plaza in: front of the 
Administration building, between the 
Agricultural building on one side and 
the great Manufactures Hall on the 
other, the view over the blue waters of 
Lake Michigan is unobstructed, and 
what was yesterday a perfect archi- 


tectural whole is now an unsightly and 
sotro | aggregation of unbalanced 
architecture. 


The beauty of the grand court {fs 
completely taken away as an artistic 
whole, and the plans for its preserva- 
tion are put: completely to rout unless 
it shall be determined to rebuild the 
destroyed portion, a thing not at all 
likely. But the flames did not stop 
at the peristyle, Music Hall and the 
Casino. They leaped to the World's 
Fair giant, the great arched hall of 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts, and 
before, with the most strenuous efforts, 
the fire department was enabled to 
check them in eating away the lofty 
roof, a vast hole was made therein, 
and firebrands from above falling upon 
boxed and crated goods below, together 
with thousands of tons of water, did a 
vast amount of damage. One of the 
great arched girders forming the larg- 
est Spay of any building in the world, 
heated by the lapping tongues of flame, 
buckled and fell to the floor below, 
crushing the beautiful French pavilion 
in which were housed what remained 
of that valuable exhibit. 

The damage to the Manufactures 
building was mostly confined to the 
south half of the roof, and to the ex- 
hibfts yet unremoved beneath that 
portion. Over a,space of 500 feet on 
the .east side, and 350 feet on the 
west side, the roof was entirely burned 
away. Beneath this portion were the 
French, Belgian and Russian exhibits, 
and they suffered most. y 
_ it is impossible as yet to estimate 
the loss on exhibits, as they are all 
boxed and will have to be unpacked - 
before it can be known what damage 
was done by water to textiles and 
by breaking to the ceramics and other 
fragile exhibits.in the work of hasty 
removal. The heaviest loss, however, 
ig in the French section, whose ex- 
hibit originally was worth 31,500,000. 
Among the losses in that section are 
the bronze statue of war, the Sevres 
china exhibit, the Gobelin tapestry ex- 
hibit, the mosaic and inlaid furniture 
exhibit, the Dore bronze vase, the cos- 
tume exhibit and the French publish- 
ers’ exhibit. 

The loss on the burned building is 
total, as the insurance had expired, 
The Manufactures building cost $1,700,- 


000; Music Hall, $200,000: the Ca- 
| sino, $200,000,- and the peristyle 
$150,000. These figures, however, 


cannot be taken in estimating the value 
of the destroyed buildings, as they are 
practically worthless, the cost of demo- 
lition and removing, in case of all 
except the Manufactures building, being 
equal to if not greater than the sala- 
ble value, and the value of the Man- 
ufactures building was chiefly confined 
to the great steel arches, which, with 
the exception of the one mentioned, 
are still intact.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(By the As- 
Bociated Press) The definite news from 
Hawaii by the Warrimoo, publisbed this 
morning, brought a flood of inquiries 
into the Stage Department. James H. 
Bloynt, ex missioner to Hawail, 
whg called ati the department, declined 
to discuss the news from Honolulu or 
tefk on the Hawaiian question at all. 
Jater Blount went to the House of 
Representatives and mingled with the 
members, befpre appearing before the 
Senate Committee of Inquiry. He 
chatted on the Hawaiian affairs with 
Representatives Waite, Tarsney and 
others, but confined his views to inter- 
esting descriptive features of his trip 
to Hawaii, and had nothing to say on 
the merits of the case or the situation 
mt the present time. 

In respor#e to a question, Blount told 
pf his visits to the. ex-Queen. The first 
visit lasted only five minutes, and the 
Queen had little to say, apparently de- 
siring him to do all the talking, and 
evidently not having a clear idea of the 
Situation of affairs at that time. 
Blount said that among the people 
there was a good opinion of the Queen, 
m@nd that the sensational stories con- 
gerning her found little credence. 

To one of the Congressmen who 
@sked Blount if he attached much sig- 
nificance to the rumor that British 
forces had been landed at Honolulu 
for the ostensible purpose of protecting 
British interests, he said it was prob- 
ably for the sole purpose of protection. 
Some members referred to the Blount 
report, whereupon its author said he 
had been compelled to make it much 
longer than he wished. There was a 
wery general desire among the people 
of Honolulu to say something on the 
subject, and they made constant appli- 
cations to be heard, so that much care 
Was necessary in avoiding prolix state- 
ments and cumulative evidence. 

Mr. Blount was asked for a. state- 
ment on the present situation, but said: 
*T have nothing to add to my report, 
and. in fact, have no _ information 
whatever on the condition of affairs 
since I left the islands, and my report 
Was closed.” i 

Frank P. Hastings, Hawajian Charge 
d’Affairs, also called at t State De- 
partment this morning, but did not see 
the Secretary. The legation had re- 
ceived no word from the Warrimoo this 
morning, but it confidently expected a 
telegram. The relations between the 
‘jegation and the State Department re- 
main undisturbed in any particular. 

At the White House this morning 
there was evidence of special activity 
in the rooms of the secretaries and 
clerks. It is expected that another spe- 
cial message will go to Congress in a 
very short time.

The Provisional Government, the President, 
the Queen and British Interests. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Times, comment- 
ing on the Hawalian advices via Vic- 
toria, says: ‘‘That the provisional gov- 
ernment is well-advised in assuming 
an attitude of defiance toward the 
President of the United States may in- 
deed be doubted. Although it has been 
rumored that he will accept a com-

JUST AFTER THE WAR. 


Soldiers Returning to Old Virginia—Building 
Up the War-worn Towns. 

(Thomas Nelson Page in Harper's 
Magazine:) At first the news of Lee's 
surrender came borne, so to speak, by 
the winds, so vague was the whispered 
rumor, then taking palpable shape, as 
it were, as weary stragglers passed 
along the country roads, stopping in at 
the naked farms to get a meal, if there 
were enough left to feed a hungry man. 
Then little parties passed by with de- 
tails of the surrender that no longer left 
any room for even the faintest doubt. 
And after weary days—it might be 
fewer or more—days in which it was 
not known whether loved ones might not 
have been captured or killed in the last 
engagement, they came home footsore 
and broken, dragging themselves along 
the cannon-worn roads they had 
marched down so bravely four years 
before and, flinging themselves into 
the arms of weeping mothers or wives 
or sisters gathered to receive. them, 
surrendered for the first time to der 
spair. 
The soldiers returning from the army 
found Virginia almost as war-worn as 
they were themselves. In many sec- 
tions the country was swept clean, 
and the disorganization of labor and 
the depletion of teams had prevented 
the proper preparation of a crop. The 
horses which the soldiers had brought 
home from Appomattox were not in- 
frequently the chief dependence for a 
new crop, and before the huzzas -over 
the returining armies of a Union had 
died away in the North, the soldiers 
of the other army, which had held 
them at bay so long, were working in 
the fields, trying to build up again the 
waste places of their States. There is 
scarcely a professional man over the 
age of 40 today who did not work at 
the plow during those first years after 
the war. 

The complete prostration of Virginia 
—indeed the whole South—at the close 
of the war has never been fully ap- 
prehended by the outside world. It 
was not only that property values had 
been swept away, but that everything 
form which property values can be cre- 
ated had been extirpated. The entire 
personal. property of the State had 
been destroyed; the laboring class of a 
country dependent upon its agriculture 


had..been suddenly changed from la-| 


borers into vagrants, with no property 
to make them conservative and no 
authority to hold them in_ check. 
Their dependence was suddenly ehifted 
from their former masters to strangers, 
whose indirect, if not direct teaching 
was hostility to the former owners. 
The country was left. overwheimed 
with debt, with nothing remaining from 
which the debt could be paid. It is 
difficult to conceive of this, even as ap- 
plied to a small section, byt when it 


embraces a territory coverihig a dozen 
States, with their entire pulation of 
many millions, *the mind refuses to 


take it in. Yet such was the case at 
the South.

LOOKING INTO IT. 


Orange-growers Examine 
Their Orchards. 

The Alarmists Were Too Quick 
Spread Reports. 


Damage to “Fruit Generally Less’ 


Than Expected. 


The Prescott Shooting—Murder Trial at Mar- 
tinez—Southern California Exhibits at 
’Frisco—A Consolidation of 
Milling Interests. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 9.—(Spécial.) To- 
day the orange-growers held a very de- 
cidedly more hopeful view of the sit- 
uation as respects the late freeze. This 
change for the better is attributed to 
several causes. In the first place, the 
oranges were not nearly so badly fro- 
zen as was at first thought. Many who 
went into their groves and found the 
first oranges cut to have been more 
or less frozen became discouraged at 
once, and some of them being given 
to look upon the dark side of things 
took at once. the gloomiest view pos- 
sible-under the circumstances, and has- 
tened to communicate their feelings to 
all that came in contact with them. 

Another cause contributing to a bet- 
ter feeling is that there have been at 
least four Winters before this during 
which a greater per cent. of the fruit 


was damaged by freezing. Another rea- 


son given for better spirits among the 
growers is that upon more thorough 
examinations having been made late 
in the day and upon the day following, 
but little traces of freezing was found. 
But in this lies a great. danger. The 
light freezing received by many of the 
Oranges leaves so little trace in the 
Structure of the orange when thawed 
out, that it is often in a condition such 
as to make it almost impossible to 
detect that the orange has been fro- 
zen. The damage gradually changes 
the texture of the orange and is easily 
seen in from ten to thirty days. The 
danger to the orange industry lies in 
shipping oranges which have been more 
or less damaged. ; 

It is reported that some outside the 
exchange propose rushing their whole 
crop into market at once, and {t is 
feared that this will greatly demaralize 
the market, and if there should be 
Some frozen fruit sent in that way, 
which will undoubtedly be the case, the 
Riverside fruit will receive another sect- 
back. The exchange, however, will 
take every precautiom to have none but 
fruit free from frost in the exchange 
brands of fruit. 

The fruit exchange meeting today 
declared that the report that it had 
asked a reduction of freight rates for 
the more damaged oranges is false. It 
has not asked for, nor will it accept, a 
temporary reduction of rates. No dam- 
aged fruit will be shipped East, a 
written’ guaranty going with each car- 
load. Prices will not be reduced be- 
cause of the freeze. 

SOUTH RIVERSIDE. 

SOUTH RIVERSIDE, Jan. 9.—(Spe- 
cial.) The last cold snap filled every- 
body with anxiety, but, it being over, 
people have found that they were more 
scared than hurt. Even those places 
sending out the most unfavorable re- 
ports now find that less damage was 
done than was thought at first. 

A careful survey of the orchards of 
this colony has failed Ao result ih the 
discovery of any damage to fruit, with 
the exception of one orchard, in which 
it is claimed that some lemons were 
frost-bitten. So far as has been learned 
no oranges were damaged. There was 
some very light damage to the under- 
growth upon lemon trees. 

Our entire crop amounts to only four- 
teen carloads this season, but there are 
Several thousands of acres of young 
trees, and our people feel greatly re- 
lieved to find that what was quite 
@ severe frost in some localities did 
us no harm. 

The lowest reading of the thermome- 
ter heard at this place was 29 deg., 
but that really cuts no figure, because 
general observations were not taken, 
and it is not known if the thermometer 
from which the figures are given regis- 
tered correctly. 

AT COLTON. 

COLTON, Jan. 9.—Growers are indig- 
nant over reports that have been sent 
out from here that oranges on the low- 
lands were frozen. “The Associated 
Press reporter finds that oranges were 
not frozen on the lowlands or terrace. 


The damage to the new growth is 
light. 


REDLANDS. 


The Damage to the Crop Now Known to Be 
: Insignificant. 
REDLANDS, Jan. 9.—(Special.) The 
orange freeze situation in this city re- 
mains unchanged, save that the damage 
done is estimated to be less than at 
first reported. It is thought that not to 
exceed 2 per cent. of the oranges in 
the Redlands district were touched by 
frost, and this small amount is confined 


to a small area of orchards upon the 
low ground. 


AZUSA. 


The Hardy Fruit of This Valley Escapes by 
: Its Skin. 

‘AZUSA, Jan. 9. — (Special.) The 
weather here today has been clear and 
warm with signs of severe sandstorms 
in the distance. Last night was much 
warmer than the three preceding nights 
and no frost.was discernible this morn- 
ing. It is believed the cold spell is now 
at an end. There has been no wind 
here today. 

A careful estimate of the damage to 
the orange crop in the Azusa Valley 
places it at certainly not more than 
2 per cent. of the entire crop. The or- 
anges of this valley possess thicker skins 
than those of other districts and this 


fact has proven their salvation

EIGHTY MEN IN DANGER. 


Hoisting Works of tie Idaho-Maryland Mine 
Burned. 

GRASS VALLEY, Jan, §.—(By the 
Associated Press.)

A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 


There is one very encouraging fea- 
ture which promises well for the fu- 
ture growth and development of this 
State, to be found in the large increase 
of traveh in this direction, not tourist 
travel, but that class of people who 
are bringing money with them for in- 
vestment.

The panic through which 
the country has passed and the effects 
of which it still feels, has shaken the 
foundations of all departments of busi- 
ness in the various sections of the coun- 
try and capital has become timid about 
making investments in speculative 
fields, and so it is coming in this 
direction to invest in land, which is 
considered a safe investment, and the 
fruit industry will attracta large 
ber of these newcomers. Then our 
widwinter Fair, if it is the success 
which it promises to be, will enlist the 
Interest of large numbers who will be 
Gharmed with the winter climate and 
productions and who will be glad to 
make their home with us. Many who 
heve suffered from the industrial up- 
henval so generally felt throughout 
the country, but who have some money 
left, will be led to try this newer field 
of enterprise which California affords 
with her matchless climate and varied 
productions. Our markets are continu- 
ally broadening, and the success which 
attended the attempt to ship California 
fruits to Europe last year will lead to 
a renewal of the same and doubtless 
n up for us a wide market for our 
productions in the Old World. 
A vast amount of imported fruit is 
also consumed in this country and 
which is not of as good quality as that 
grown in this State.

THE DUTY OF ECONOMY. 


There is no question but that enough 
is wasted by the ordinary, well-to-do 
American family to corffortably sup- 
port the needs of, at least, one or two 
individuals daily. Clean, 
scraps of food are carelessly consigned 


to the garbage barrel, together with 


the remains of well-cooked dishes 
where there is not enough left for an- 
other meal. 
are at present who would be thankful 
af they could receive what is thus 
thoughtlassly wasted. At a time when 
so many are hungry and out of em- 
ployment and unable to provide them- 
melves and families with the neces- 
garies of life, wastefulness is a crime 
@gainst the more unfortunate mem- 
bers of conmmunity who are lacking 
proper food and clothing and fuel. 

But, says one, “I have no time to 
give personally to the search for cases 
of destitution, nor to distribute the 
food that is left over from my table; 
what would you have me do?” 

There is but one course to be pursued 
by those who are guilty of wasteful- 
ness and extravagance, and that is the 
practice of greater economy, and the re- 
fusal to allow anything whatever to be 
thrown away that can in any way be 
utilized in the preparation of a good, 
wholesome meal. What though you do 
have warmed over dishes on your table, 
and everything is not as fresh as usual 
from the market and the butcher, eat 
it with a thankful heart, and the money 
that you would have spent for fresh 
supplies, if these had been thrown 
a@way after;your common practice, you 
can give, at least in part, without feel- 
ing it, through our Associated Chari- 
ties, to help supply the needs of those 
who are without the comforts and the 
mecessarias of life. Large sums might 
be raised in this way and yet those 
giving not be any the poorer for the 
benevolence practiced. 

‘Real benevolence does not consist in 
giving what one does not want, but it 


must have mingled with it a little of 


the spirit of self-sacrifice to exalt the 
giving. it, is not enough for us to 
sit down and rail at tariff-tinkering 
as one of the causes of our industrial 
distress and declare that we will have 
things different just as soon as the 
present administration is out of power, 
for then the workingman will have 
learned what his ballot is worth. and 
how to use it; the evils of the present 
confront us, and must be remedied. 
The American people must not see the 
laboring masses on a level with the 
suffering poor of the Old World. The 
laboring classes of America must not 
be pauperized through lack of employ- 


ment, but every community should seek 


to provide them work which will enable 
thém to be self-supporting, and to re- 


tain that self-respect which is the birth- 


right of every sovereign citizen. 
While we are waiting for our city 
efficiaila to determine upon improve- 
ments that ‘may be made in order to 
furnish work for some of our unem- 
ployed, by practicing economy in our 
own homes may perhaps feel able 
to give a few days’ work to some un- 
fortumate that otherwise we might fee) 
that he could not afford to hire, 
and thue benefit some one who is needy 
and willing to work.

TWO SORTS OF COLD. 


‘About this time The Times is in re- 
ceipt of a number of communications, 
more or less sarcastic in tone—or at 
least intended_to be—from persons who 
have recently atrived in Southern Cali- 
fornia. from various sections of the 
country beyond the mountains, inquir- 
ing as to the whichness and whyness 
of the present depressed condition of 
our local thermometers. To one of 
these gentlemen we took the liberty of 
explaining yesterday that variance in 
thermometers within a short distance 
of each other depends to a great extent 
on the manner in which the instrument 
is exposed to or protected from the 
wind, and also upon the elevation at 
which the thermometer is placed above 
the ground. (By the way, the words 
“no breeze” in the explanation referred 
to should have read ‘“‘a breeze.’’) 

The Times is not responsible for the 
present cold snap, and we shall not un- 
dertake to make any excuses for the 
clerk of the weather bureau upstairs, 
as he-is probably quite able to take care 
of himself, and perhaps knows better 
what he is about than we or those who 
recently came from the snow fields. It 
does, however, seem to us to be a trifle 
‘“‘sassy,”’ to say the least, for these peo- 
ple, who have brought their lungs to 
this section to keep from freezing, and 
whose friends at home are now engaged 
in trying to ward off frost bites—for 
these people to pass sneering remarks 
on a climate such as that which we 
have been enjoying during the past 
week. What if a little thin ice has 
formed during thé night in some low 
spots? What if the thermometer did 
go down at some points within the 
city to 28 deg. above zero, or 4 deg. be- 
low freezing? How does that compare 
with St. Paul, where the government 
thermometer at 8 o’clock on Monday 
morning registered 23 deg. below Zero, 
while a private thermometer went as low 
as 35 deg. below? Taking the most fa- 
vorable of these quotations, there is 
still a difference of no less than 51 deg. 
between these two kinds of weather; 
besides which, the St. Paul quotation 
was made at 8 o'clock in the morning, 
while the thermometer in Los Angeles 
only went down to the figure men- 
tioned (28 deg. above) for a brief period 
during the small hours of the night, 
and then only in a few extra cold 
places, 


STATEHOOD FOR THE TERRITORIES. 


It looks as if Arizona would soon be 
admitted as a State, while New Mexico 
will probably have to wait for a little 
time yet. Both of these Territories 
have been making a hard fight for 
statehood for a number of years. It is 
hard for American citizens who have 
been brought up in other sections of 
the country to become accustomed to 
the idea of being ruled from Washing- 
ton, and having no vote in national 
affairs, either personal or through their 
delegate at the capital. These Territo- 
ries, which contain a population of en- 
ergetic and intelligent men who have 
come from all States in the Union, 
will doubtless maintain the dignity of 
Statehood with honor whenever it is 
granted to them. Although the open- 
ing of the “transcontinental railroad 
through Arizona to the East has di- 
verted a considerable amount of trade 
and travel in that direction, Los An- 
geles still looks upon the Territory as 
a portion of its “back country,’’ while 
the Arizonians, or at least a great ma- 
jority of them, look upon this city as a 
headquarters whenever they or their 
families want to take a little trip and 
}cool off. or whenever they want to 
make purchases of articles which can- 
not be obtained in the Territory. It is 
to be hoped that the tie between the 
two Sections will become closer from 
year to year, as their interests in 
many questions, especially in that ‘re- 
lating to irrigation, are identical, and 
the time will soon come when it will be 
,necessary for all the Pacific Coast and 
Rocky Mountain States:to stand closely 
together on questions where our com- 
mon interests are involved. 


THE YUNA AND PHOENIX RAILROAD. 


A few days ago San Diego was all 
torn up by a dispatch from Mr. Carl- 
son who, as before hinted in these col- 
umns, is a great statesman of the 
plunging breed. This able sky-scraper 
telegraphed from Mexico that he had 
secured a concession from the Mexican 
government which would enable him 
‘to build the San Diego and Phoenix 
Railroad p. d. q. if not sconer.” The San 
Diegans saw visions of large sums of 
money expended for ccnstruction pur- 
poses and real estate took a perceptible 
jump. It appears now that no cash 
subsidy is given by Mexico for the con- 
struction of the road, but a right-of- 
way and a strip of land twenty miles 
in width for colonization purposes, 
upon which, however, one thousand 
families must be settled within eignt 
years. It is stated that a loan has been 
negotiated with a New York trust com- 
rany on the strength of this conces- 
sion. The Times hopes that such is the 
case, as the more railroads we have in 
this section the better. As to whether 
such’ a railroad would pay for some 


years, that is a doubtful question. To 
look at map it-certainly appears.as 
if the | tural route from the

for a road to haul. Granting that the 
country is rich and that a karge pro- 
ductive business: can be developed 
within a moderate time, that does not 
provide freight for the next few years, 
which is the most crucial period with a 
railroad. No subsidy, however liberal, 
can compensate for lack of business on 
the line of a road: ~ Lack of considera- 


tion of this fact is one of the reasons 


why so many roads are today in the 
hands of receivers. Still if Mr. Carlson 
can raise the amount to build this road 
we shall congratulate him and the peo- 
ple of San Diego, even though it does 
bring that city a little nearer to the 
East than Los Angeles is. The po- 
sition of Los Angeles as the commer- 
cial center of the southern counties of 
California is now so firmly established 
that we have no more reason to be 
jealous of San Diego than we are of 
Santa Barbara, or Ventura, or Santa 
Monica or Redondo, or than San Fran- 
cisco is of Humboldt and Santa Cruz. 


The news which comes from almost 
every part of the world during the 
opening days of the new year is of a 
warlike and _ bloodthirsty character 
From Italy we learn that Sicily has 
been declared in a state of siege, while 
there are serious disturbances in many 
other parts of that country. In France 
and Spain. they are arresting Anarch- 
ists on all sides, while the Anarchists 
threaten still greater outrages. In 
Brazil the two opposing forces are try- 
ing their best to annihilate each other, 
while disease decimates both parties 
alike. The Nicaraguan forces are 
marching against Honduras and we 
are informed that the city of Los An- 
geles has been captured by the Nica- 
raguan commander. In Russia the 
Catholic population is much stirred up 
over the recent brutal outrages. per- 
petrated by Cossack troops. On the 
west coast of Africa there has been a 
tussle between British and French 
troops which may lead to international 
complications. Meantime, thoroughout 
the world there is discontent and com- 
plaining and the threat of outbreak. 
It is true that we are having rather 
hard times in the United States just 
now, but when we glance over the 
news of the world from day to day 
we should certainly be thankful that 
things are no worse than they are 
with us. 


It is encouraging to learn from a 
Canadian dispatch that the British 
government has agreed with Russia 
for the renewal of the modus vivendi 
in the matter of the Bering Sea fish- 
eries until further notice. Now that this 
has been accomplished, it may not be 
long before the statu quo is re-estab- 
lished, ‘after which there will follow 
a restoration of the entente cordiale, 
and then we will be happy—at least, 
until the last-mentioned diplomatic 
contrivance happens to become rup- 
tured by a casus belli with a, club in 
its hand. 


A change has apparently come o’er 
the spirit of the dream: of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs. The com- 
mittee has unanimously decided to re- 
port Boutelle’s resolution calling for all 
instructions from the Navy Department 
to commanders of vessels at Honolulu 
and going as far back as the date of 
President Harrison’s inauguration into 
office. The inquiry ought to throw 
some light on the vexed question of the 
responsibility for Capt. Wiltse’s act.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Plans for Affording Them 
| Relief. 


Conference Between the Mayor 
and Council, © 


Two Hundred Men and Twenty-five 
Teams to Be Employed. 


Only Heads of Families to Be Given Work— 
_ Outline of the Plan as Agreed 
Upon by Those Pro- 
moting It. 


A conference between the Mayor and 
members of the City Council was held 
yesterday afternoon, with a view to 
coming to some agreement regarding 
the providing of work for the unem- 
ployed. 

As it was deemed advisable that an 
agreement should be arrived at before 
taking action on the matter in public, 
.the conference was held in private. It 
was stated as being believed that by 
taking such a course there would prob- 
ably be not so much debate when the 
question was brought before the Coun- 
cil, which debate, if made public, might 
have a tendency to work against the 
accomplishment of the purpose in view. 

Mayor Rowan was called upon to pre- 
side, and has since prepared for presen- 
tation to the Council at the adjourned 
meeting of that body, to be held this 
afternoon, a communication which 
reads as follows: 

“An informal meeting of the several 
members of your ‘honorable body was 
held Tuesday, January 9, 1894, at 
which meeting I was asked to be pres- 
ent and preside over the same. 

This meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of devising ways and means to 
furnish employment to the many de- 
serving heads of families in our midst 


who are willing to wor '

furnish employment for not to coneat 

men and twenty-five teams for a 
period of at least six weeks during the 
severe days of the winter months and 
the rainy season, believing that at the 
expiration of that time the several in- 
dustries of the city will ‘have revived 
and work in abundance will be provid- 
ed for those who are now in a condi- 
tion of enforced idleness.

Steam in the Barracks—Only One Death This

The days of ‘94 thus far have been

Every day now adds to the surround- 
ing beauties of the home, for every 
day’s sun brings the universal green 
of the hills and valleys into more 
prominence. While there have been 
frosts at the home, they have not 
been sufficiently severe to seriously 
harm the foliage of the ornamental 
shrubbery, and have done actually no 
damage elsewhere.

THE LINE DRAWN. 


The City Attorney Tells What a 
Restaurant is. 


It is Where People Eat or Eat and Drink, 
but Not Where They Drink Only— 
Police Commissioners’ 

Weekly [leeting. 


The expected report of the City At- 
torney had not yet been filed when the 
Police Commission met yesterday morn- 
ing and so the routine business was 
first taken up. All of the members 
were present except Commissioner 
Bradish, who came in before the ses- 
sion was concluded. 

Detective Goodman presented $25 
paid him by Constable G. A. Tibbets of 
Bakersfield for the capture of a felon. 
Deposited to the credit of the police re- 
ward and charity fund. 

The monthly report of the Chief was 
received and filed. 

The Chief reported on the petition of 
David Gastel for a license at No. 1i2 
East Requena street and the same was 
granted. 

The Chief also reported on the peti- 
tion of Lewis Reese for a license at No. 
400 South Main street (the Westminster 
saloon) and ‘this was also granted. Mr. 
Reese being called in stated that he 
would change the name of the place and 
keep an orderly house. 

The application of E. J. McCormick 
for a transfer of license at No. 416 
North Main street from C Arthurs 
was referred to the Chief. 

Applications of W. F. Gilbert and W. 
J. Fifield for gppointments on the force 
were filed. 
| A petition of William Stewardson and 
others, asking for additional protection 
in the neighborhood of San Fernando 
street, as referred from the Council, was 
referred to the Chief. 

The demands were approved. 

The commission then adjourned to” 
the Mayor's private office, but declined 
to admit the reporters or to give any 
information as to what they were dis- 
cussing. After remaining for about ten 
minutes they came out and waited for 
a short time for the City Attorney to 
complete the preparation of his opin- 
ion defining a restaurant.. The docu- 
ment, being brought in and read, was 
found to be as follows: 

“To the honorable Police Commission 
—Gentlemen: In answer to your com- 
munication of the 2d inst., stating in 
the matter of the alleged evasion of the 
liquor license and the regulation of 
saloons by means of a restaurant li- 
cense, that I be requested to define 
what constitutes a restaurant, I reply 
as follows: The meaning of the word 
‘restaurant’ has been upon by 
the courts in many cases, and espe- 


“In a case in 10, Federal Reporter, 
the court said: ‘As currently under- 
stood: it doubtless means only or 
chiefly an eating-house, but not infre- 
quently a bar forms a part of it, some- 
times lodging in addition, and it is just 
as currently understood that in numer- 
ous resorts termed restaurants, lodg- 
ings for travelers are provided or al- 
leged to be provided so as to obtain a 
license for the sale of liquors which is 
allowed to inns 
only.’ 


“In Fourth Hun. (New York) it 
was said that the term restaurant has 
no such fixed and definite legal mean- 
ing as necessarily to exclude its being 
an inn in the legal sense; it may be 
an inn or it may not be, according to 
its legal character; the name by which 
it goes is of little or no account. I be- 
lieve the word restaurant means a 
place where people eat, or where they 
eat and drink at the same time, but 
does not mean a place where they 
drink only. Whether or not the fur- 
nishing of crackers and the like is such 
a meal as to constitute the place a res- 
taurant, depends upon the peculiar 
facts of each case.” 

After the reading of the opinion, the 
attorney stated, in response to ques- 
tion by members of the board, that 
it was almost impossible to draft an 
ordinance governing the issuance of li- 
censes and the control of them which 
would fit all cases in such a manner as 
desired. He thought it would be well 
to do as the Mayor had just suggested 
and have &n ordinance passed that 
would restrict the selling or giving 
away of beer, winesor other liquors” 
at restaurants with meals, except in 
the original packages, such packages 
each to contain not less than one, pint 
of.the beverage. In thie manner the 
places which were running on week 
days as saloons, and on Sundays «as 
restaurants would to a large extent be 
shut off from selling beer or wine un- 
der the cloak of a restaurant license, 
and would be almost entirely prevented 
from selling. stronger drinks in that 
manner. A great many who waquid 
pay 10 cents, perhaps, for a lunch 
with a glass of beer or wine included 
would not pay the 15 cents or so that 
it would cost to have a whole pint of 
the beverage. 

On motion the City Attorney was re- 
quested to draft an ordinance which 
should embody the provisions of which 
he had spoken and present it to the 
board at its next meeting for the con- 
sideration of the commissioners. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

In reply to questions as to what was 
the purpose of the executive session 
the members of the commission would 
not say what it was. They stated only 
that it was a private matter, particu-

He Said His Son Authorized the Use of His

Ernest A. Riman, a Broadway real 
estate agent and notary public was 
yesterday afternoon held to answer to 
the crime of forgery by Justice Bar- 
tholomew, under bonds in the sum of 
$1090. 

From the testimony taken at the pre- 
liminary examination held in the Town- 
ship Court it appears that on June 19 
last Albert O'Neill of this city, posted 
an advertisement posted outside Ri- 


man’s office to the effect that he de-- 


sired to exchange some property in 


Kansas, for property in/ this city. 
O'Neill. went in sto inquir¢é about the 
matter and as a resul Ss interview 


with Riman agreed to exchange a lot 
on San Pedro street valued at $3500 
which he owned, for 160 acres ofland in 
Chautauqua county, Kan., which Ri- 
man alleged was owned by his son, 
Edward, subject to a mortgage for 
$750 and interest due to P. H. Albright 
& Co. In accordance with agreement 
O’Neill executed @ deed by which he 
conveyed his property to Edward Ri- 
man and received in return a deed pur- 
porting sto have been signed by Edward 
Riman, and to convey the Kansas 
property to him. The latter deed was 
taken home by Riman, presumably to 
be signed by his son, but, as subse- 
quently transpired, it was really sign- 
ed by himself. Relying upon Riman’s 


_ representations O’Neill shortly after- 


ward went Hast to take possession of 
his newly-acquired property, but found 
upon his arrival in Kansas that his as- 
signor had no title to the property 
whatever. Realizing that he had been 
swindled, O'Neill gradually worked his 
way back to this city and taxed Riman 
with his perfidy, but that wily indi- 
vidual assured his dupe that he could 
not render him any assistance in the 
premises ds his son, Edward, was away 
and he knew nothing of his where- 
abouts, Being unable to get any satis- 
faction out of the father, O'Neill placed 
the matter in the hands of Detective 
Insley, who found the son working for 
D. F. Donegan, the contractor, under 
the assumed name of Edward Ryan. 
An effort was then made by the Ri- 
mans to compromise the matter and 
deeds were executed by Wells, Riman’s 
son-in-law, to whom the property had 
been conveyed meantime in order to 
place the title in the hands of a third 
party, to Riman the younger, and by 
him to O'Neill, who thus regained his 
property, The elder Riman attempted 
to evade; the consequences of his crime 
by rtially disguising himself and 
tratmping down to San Diego, but was 
arrested there and brought back. 
The only defense offered so far is 
that Riman signed the deed in question 
in the presence and with the full 
knowledge of his son in the latter's 
bed-room and that young Riman, who 


is scarcely. 18 years of age, admits that 
he told his father he could use his sig- 
nature.

A Norwalk Firebug Captured by

At the time the alarm was 
given, the flames had not gained much 
headway, and after a short fight, the 
fire was put out. A tin filled with 
Straw and rags saturated with coal oil 
was found, which showed that the blaze 
(had been started by an incendiary.

There came near being a tragedy out 
at the entrance of Agricultural Park 
at 8:30 last night, but the intended vic- 
iim, a Frenchman named Antonio Cre- 
vecoleur, managed to escape an assas- 
sin’s pistol and lives to tell-the tale 
none the worse for his experience save 
for a few scratches and gashes in the 
palms of his hands. 

Who his assailant was is not yet 
known to the police, but the man’s ac- 
complice was none other than the wife 
of Crevecoleur, and had she been per- 
mitted, the woman would have un- 
doubtedly accomplished the bloody job 
single-handed. . 

The story is best teld in the words of 
Crevecoleur himself, who talked to the 
reporter while his hand was being 
dressed in the Receiving Hospital, a 
short time after the affair”took place: 

“My wife has not been living with 
me for some time. We were staying at 
a house on First street when she left, 
and I have seen her only once in a 


While. Yesterday she came to me afd 


showed me her old shoes, and asked 
me to buy her a new pair. I went to 
a store and got. the shoes for her. 
Ten she asked me to meet her out 
on Washington street tonight. She had 
told me that she was working out near 
the University, but now I am sure that 
she was living with another man out 
there. 

“[ promised to meet her, and did so. 
When I got off the car out near Wash- 
ington street, she asked me to walk 
down toward the park with her. When 
we got close to the entrance she asked 
me to come inside. I didn’t want to, 
but she kept urging me and finally I 
went with her. We had reached about 
the third tree from the gate, maybe 
the fourth, when I stopped. She begged 
me to go on, but I wouldn’t and then 
she urged me to sit down by a tree 
with her. I did this. She put her arm 
around my neck very tenderly, but 
when she got a good hold, she said: 
‘You —— —— I have .got you just where 
I want you. Now I will kill you!’ With 
that she threw a pistol up. into my 
face I grabbed it and pushed it down 
to her side, and just then I heard a 
man’s voice behind me say, ‘Now I’ve 
got you, vou — —!" Then he fired 
his revolver, and I fell down crying: 
‘IT am shot, I am shot!” The man said 
to my wife as he pulled her away, ‘I’ve 
fixed him now; he’s all right, let’s get 
out of here.” and away they went. 

“I don’t know who the man.is. I 
think my wife must be a little ‘loco,’ ”’ 
and with that Crevecoleur went out to 
look up some clew which might lead 
to the arrest of the murderous pair. 

He will swear out a warrant today 
for the arrest of the man and woman 
who so deliberately planned his death.

A meeting of the Board of Trade 
was held Tuesday afternoon. In the ab- 
sence of President C. H. Keyes, Vice- 
President T. S. C. Lowe called the 
meeting to order. About twenty-five 
merape re present.

e principal question . discussed 
was how best to deal with the tramps 
and ‘the unemployed, scores of whom 
are making their presence unpleasantly 
conspicious in town. 

J. A. Buchanan, who has been long 
and actively connected with the Char- 
ity Organization Society, stated that 
the society know of between fifty and 
seventy-five men who are out of work 
in Pasadena. He thought plans should 
be made at once to provide for them. 
Some are unworthy, but many are will- 
ing to work. An enforced state of idle- 
ness has a tendency to produce crim- 
-inals. The speaker sugested that all 
worthy men should be put to work 

under direction of the city officials. 

' Postmaster Kernagnan gave utter- 
ance to some pointed remarks on the 
subject, urging the importance of early 
action on the part of those in author- 
ity. If things are allowed to go on 
as at’ present crime will result sooner 
or later. ° , 

Theodote Coleman thought that the 
way is opening up for a satisfactory 
solution of the much-vexed question. 
He stated that investigation goes to 
show that the laws will permit of the 
carrying out of various municipal im- 
provements at public expense, whereby 
employment may be afforded all who 
desire it until the worst of the hard 
times are tided over. 

W. W. Webster thought that there 
are a large number of vagrants who 
are willing to work if they could get 
it. ' Many young men, ranging in 
age from 18 to 22, are roaming the 
country idle. It is the turning-point in 
their -life, and a little practical en- 
couragement may save them. Other 
towns are sifting out the vagrants 
and if Pasadena waits too long, the 
tough element will center here. Mr. 
Webster thought that it would be 
practical to serve meals at not to ex- 
ceed a wholesale cost of 5 cents each. 

Father Throop in.a few well-chosen 
remarks urged the necessity of mak- 
ing some provision to furnish work 
to. the unemployed. Either this must 
be done, or they must be fed at pri- 
vate expense. 

Col. G. G. Green spoke briefly and to 
the point. The tramp question is a 
“peculiar one. Vagrants should be made 
er starve. The adoption of 
such a course would soon drive away 
the gunworthy. The question is a most 
serious one. The colonel stated that he 
had offered to give tramps work at 
his Altadena residence, but that they 
invariably declined the offer and walk- 
ed away, He approved the idea pre- 
viously suggested by Mr. Coleman of 
calling a general meeting to act in the 
matter. 

Mr. Coleman then offered a reso- 
lution which was passed together with 
an amendment suggested by Mr. 
Wright to the effect that the Board of 
Trade take steps to solve the unem- 
ployed and tramp question, and that 
a general meeting be held to this end 
at 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon, which 
the members of the City Council, the 
ministers of the churches and the citi- 
ezens generally will be urged to attend, 
and further, to expedite matters, that 
a committee of three be appointed to 
prepare a plan of action and submit it 
for approval on this occasion. Prof. 
Lowe appointed as members of such 
committee Messrs. M. H. Weight, J. 
A. Buchanan and W. W. Webster. 

President Keyes then appeared, and 
Prof.: Lewe retired from the chair in 
his favor, Mr. Keyes stated that one 
object of the meeting had been to hear 
from a representation of the Southern 
California Midwinter Fair Committee 
of twenty-five. The expected visitors, 
however, were not able to be present 
on this occasion, but desired to be 
granted an audience the latter part 
of the week. Saturday afternoon was 
named as the time for such meeting. 

A Mr. Baker submitted a communica- 
tion asking that the board give its 
official sanction to an illustrated work 
descriptive of Pasafiera that he is 
preparing, on the condition that the 
board have the privilege of editing the 
text, and be presented with all plates 
that are used in illustrating the work. 
Mr. «Baker was present, and further 
outlined his plan, which on motion of 
Mr. Weight; was given the un@nimous 
sanction of the board. 

Mr. Keyes called attention to the im- 
mediate importance of Pasadena tak- 
ing steps to secure proper representa- 
tion: at the Midwinter Fair. Messrs. 
M. H. Weight and R. Williams were 
appointed members of the local com- 
mittee to succeed Mayor Weed-and T. 
P. ‘Lukens, resigned. The committee as 
it now stands is composed of Messrs. 
Keyes, Weight, Williams, W. U. Mas- 
tera, C. D. Daggett. John Wadsworth 
and ‘Calvin Hartwell. 

F. C. Chapman of Los Angeles, ad- 
dressed the meeting with regard to a 
setting forth of Pasadena’s numerous 
charms by means of stereopticon views 
at the Midwinter Fair, after which the 
meeting adjourned.

Meeting of ‘the Fruit Exchange 
at Orange. 


The Report of the President Presented—Ar- 
ranging Details for Handling the 
Season's Crop—General 
News. 


The Orange County Fruit Exchange 
met in the College building at Orange 
Tuesday morning, in regular -session, 
with Messrs, Derby, Colins, Bundy, Mc- 
Fadden. and Rodgers present. 

Secretary Cargill was absent. Mr. 
Rodgers of Anaheim was elected sec- 
retary pro tem. 

President Derby reported that the 
long, standing desk, to be used in the 
exchange room, was made and ready to 
be set in place; that the contract for 
nails for the use of the exchange 
had not yet been made for the reason 
that specifications as to the amount 
and kind needed had not yet been re- 
ceived from the various local organi- 
zations. An estimate was then made 
by the representatives present of the 
Orange, Placentia and Anaheim organ- 
izations of the amount, and kind needed 
and handed in to the president of the 
exchange. Mr. Derby also reported that 
he had employed a stenographer and 
book-keeper, H. G. Heisler, of Los An- 
geles, at a salary of $60 per month. 
Upon motion the board ratified the ac- 


tion of the chairman in the employment | 


of Mr. Heisler. 

Upon motion the following order of 
business was adopted: First, reading 
of minutes; second, report of commit- 
tees; third, report of members of the 
executive board; fourth, report of 
officers of the board; fifth, report of the 
Finance Committee; sixth, unfinished 
business; seventh, general business. 

President Derby reported that the 
secretary had informed him that the 
contract for 150,000 orange boxes had 
been made and that the material was 
to begin to arrive in about six weeks 
from the time the contract was made; 
that in the meantime several carloads 
would be sent on for immediate use. 
He also reported that the paper for 
wrapping would be on hand in time 
for early use. 

W. M. McFadden introduced, the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unani- 
mously passed: ‘That’ the secretary 
prepare a circular letter to the trade 
describing -the character and variety 
ot the fruit of the Orange County BPx- 
change, and set forth any other items 
»f interest that may seem proper, and 
that each member bring in as many 
names of dealers as possible that the 
circular may be forwarded to them.” 

T. H. B. Chamblin of Riverside and 
the board of directors of the Tustin 
Orange-growers’ Association, were pres- 
ent. Mr. Chamblin spoke at length of 
the work of the association from a 
Southern California standpoint, and 
made such explanations as he consid- 
ered just and proper to the many ques- 
tions and propositions propounded to 
him. This portion of the meeting 
very interesting to the fruit-growers 
present, who made the best of. their 


opportunity, to inform themselves in 


a general way as to the aims and pur- 
poses of the Southern California as- 
sociation, 

The meeting adjourned to Tuesday 
January 16. 


CARTER AGAIN IN THE Tors ( 


The notorious Joe Carter who, to-

It is be- 
lieved that as soon as these three fel- 
lows escape® they separated; that 
Srimes and Roash went north and that 
Carter was making for the East as 
fast as he could go. All three are be- 
lieved to be dangerous criminals.. 

Grimes is also an ex-convict, having 
eerved a term of years in the Utah 
Penitentiary.
